onions, sliced carrots, chopped celery 
and parsley between the layers cf 
chicken.

Bake in a hot oven for from two to 
three hours, depending on whether 
an old or a young fowl is used. 
Broiled Chicken— Select a young, 
tender chicken.

Broil very slowly, turn­ 
ing over frequently. 
Chicken cannot 
be broiled quickly. 
It takes some

It is said that hotel waiters fare better in tipping receipts than 
other hotel employes. 
The daily average for the whole country 
is $2.28. 
Bellboys come next with $2.IG. 
Hotel porters average 
mly $1.60 a day in tips, and the poor chambermaid receives a 
paltry 42 cents. 
There are odd vagaries in these averages for different parts 
of the country. 
Certain cities play favorites, it seems. 
Wash­ 
ington, D. C„ gives waiters the nighest daily tips, while Indian­ 
apolis gives the lowest. 
The most generous city to bellboys is 
said to be San Francisco; the stingiest, Louisville. 
It is in Pitts­ 
burgh that the hotel porter receives the highest daily tips, and 
Indianapolis again comes last. Chambermaids get their best tips 
in New Orleans and their lowest in Omaha. 
New York and Milwauke are fairly liberal with their tips to 
waiters and porters.
